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SHOOTING NOTES 


By Max Baker. 


A RIFLE RANGE TIMING DEVICE. 


N connection with the report in another column of the 
annual contest among Public Schools for the small-bore 
championship, I have a little idea to convey which may 
assist the conduct of such shooting, based, as much of it 
is, on a time allowance either per round or for the whole 

series. Often when witnessing these practices I have been 
amused by the sort of S.0.S. message which goes round : ‘‘ Has 
anybody got a watch?” A specimen is usually forthcoming, 
and we see the man or boy working the handle which governs 
the target and simultaneously watching the revolution of the 
seconds hand with an earnest and nerve-racked countenance. 
In my own photographic work a very similar task is set, and to 
avoid the trouble of getting out a 
watch to measure odd intervals of 
time I improvised the accom- 
panying seconds pendulum. As 
will be seen, its pivot is the pedal 
of a defunct cycle, the distance 
therefrom to the centre of the 
weight being 9.8ins., plus a slight 
allowance for the effect of the 
intervening stem. Started swing- 
ing, it vibrates for about three 
minutes, and_as no appreciable 
error can be detected in this time 
it is true enough for all practical 
purposes. Better still for rifle 
ranges, photographic _ studios, 
laboratories and other places 
where the period of operations has 
to be timed, would be a proper 
seconds-beating clock, preferably 
of the kind where the pendulum 
drops below the case. The old 
farmhouse clock is of this type, 
but usually made at so cheap a 
price that the presence of its dial 
would be resented. However, the 
simple mechanism here put for- 
ward would answer most needs and could obviously be realised 
in a variety of forms; though, all things considered, the cycle 
pedal with its frictionless and boxed-in bearings would be hard 
to beat as a foundation for the critical part of the structure. 


A PENDULUM WHICH BEATS 
SECONDS ON THE DOUBLE 
THROW, 


THE LATE MR. ARTHUR BONSALL. 


A very large body of shooting men will regret the death of 
Mr. Arthur C. Bonsall who, following the Newnes tradition, 
described himself as ‘‘ Conductor” of the ‘‘ Shooting Times.” 
This paper has for many more years than most of us can remember 
been the debating society of those interested in all that apper- 
tains to shooting. Though wildfowling has been its speciality, 
its range of subjects is extremely comprehensive, perhaps because 
the wildfowling and rough-shooting fraternity are more interested 
than the society type of sportsman in problems of gun bores, 
charges and those practical aspects of outdoor procedure which 
in the higher regions of indulgence are delegated to the keeper. 
The great feature of this paper has always been the correspon- 
dence pages. No letter is so long or so cranky as to be denied 
admittance, the result having been that every reader finds 
his own pet views or his discarded fallacies regularly trotted out. 
There has always been much good grain among the verbose 
chaff, many sportsmen of the highest rank choosing this medium 
for the circulation of their views. As a result, the paper has drawn 
into its fold those who esteem shooting as much for its trimmings 
as its actualities, each the authority of his own particular circle. 
The superintendence of this by no means simple editorial task 
has been Mr. Bonsall’s chief interest in life, always to him more 
of a hobby than a vocation. His own acquaintance with the 
subject was intimate in many of its branches, being inspired 
mainly by a never-failing interest in the wild life of the country- 
side. Ill-health lately forced him to relinquish his cherished 
task, but we may confidently expect that the traditions to 
which he was so faithful will survive the consequent changes. 


THE PROBLEM OF GUN PATTERNS. 


I have lately been devoting a great deal of attention to the 
patterning properties of guns and cartridges, but at the moment 
have not arrived at any very clear deductions, For ordinary 
game shooting the widest possible spread, viz., that given by the 
true cylinder, is in my experience the best. But there are 
many shooters, ably backed by gunmakers, who prefer a rather 
more concentrated pattern than the simple parallel bore gives, 
the choice usually falling on improved cylinder for the right 
barrel and half-choke for the left. It is here, presumably, that 
originates a general, but not very clearly expressed, opinion that 
results are not as good as formerly, in a word that modern car- 
tridges do not behave as well as their predecessors. The accusa- 
tion is too vague to define more closely, but as it mainly originates 
from gunmakers, very little is said about the weapon member 


- and error method of testing at the plate and adjusting according 


of the partnership. Personally, I hold that where greater 
reaching power is demanded than the ordinary cylinder provides 
far the better plan than compromise is to have the left barrel 
full choke, leaving the right true cylinder. This advice I gave 
to the B.S.A. Company when they were bringing out their 
machine-made gun, the result apparently being entirely satis- 
factory to the users. Lately, a great authority on shooting 
revealed to me that he had just ordered a new gun to this specifi- 
cation, apparently regarding himself as a bold pioneer. Just 
how an enquiry into the patterning properties of guns in general 
should be conducted is hard to decide, but my own choice has 
been to deal only with the full choke and to proceed thereafter 
on the principle that the greater includes the less ; in other words, 
that the treatment which achieves the densest patterns will 
enhance quality of result in the others. 


PRECEDENTS NO GUIDE TO PRESENT ACTION, 


Although the subject of choke boring is one that received an 
immensity of attention some thirty or forty years ago, not a single 
hint as to how guns should be bored to achieve the best results 
seems to have come down to us from that generation. Lately, 
I have examined a large number of available specimens by various 
makers and have devised a form of chart for graphically present- 
ing the figures arrived at. But there is no uniformity and no 
apparent ideal form towards which these diverse examples are 
striving. In the past I have had numberless single tubes bored and 
adjusted by the finest specialists in the trade, but seldom obtained 
from them the results anticipated. On the other hand, cheap 
Birmingham guns might come my way which gave admirable 
patterns, the interior barrel form being one that arrives rather 
by accident than design. In fact, the general conclusion which 
has emerged is that the present-day system of boring for choke 
results, while a remarkable mechanical achievement, is not what 
the shot charge requires in order that it may travel its course on 
approved lines. So far as there is uniformity in present designs 
of choke their tendency seems to be to create a beautiful reflection 
ring near the muzzle, its form being calculated to act as nearly 
as possible in the manner of an obstruction to the oncoming charge. 
Now, whether the effect so apparently aimed at is that which 
best concentrates the flight of the charge is a thing I very much 
doubt. My own conception of a properly acting choke is that it 
shall hark back to the principle known in engineering as the 
“injector,’’ which, in broad parlance, is a hoze nozzle capable of 
delivering a jet of water in as precise and far-reaching a rod 
as the fluid can achieve. 


SOME VAGUE CONCLUSIONS. 


To some partial extent I have proved my theory right, for 
by selection of barrels nearest the principle stated and by sub- 
sequent tinkering according to motor-valve grinding methods, 
I -have obtained sequences of pattern which certainly would be 
regarded as beyond the reach of complaining criticism. Since 
the habit has been to express patterns as a percentage of the 
total pellets in the charge, 70 per cent. has ranked as a sort of 
ideal beyond, rather than within, the region of possible accom- 
plishment. The old-time guns are supposed to have attained 
this limit as a habit, but their credentials are mildly doubtful 
to-day. Few authentic specimens seem to be available, those 
there are often exhibiting a wideness of bore which favours 
pattern at the expense of velocity. Possibly, the boring of guns 
to give full-choke patterns is either a lost art or it never attained 
definite status. Perhaps the truth lies midway. Usually, the 
barrel borer knows nothing about shooting, and the gun-plating 
expert nothing about barrel boring, perhaps less still about 
cartridges. On the other hand there must have been workmen 
who combined the offices of boring and shooting, and they may 
have attained a degree of understanding which they kept locked 
within their own bosoms. Certainly, there is to-day no accepted 
code of boring, nothing in fact to replace the customary trial 


as the result or accident of the experiment may dictate. My 
own ideal of a perfect choke is that it shall so far differ from the 
usual practice of the day as to be scarcely visible in the form of 
contrasting reflecting rings near the muzzle. Supposing what 
promises well at the moment emerges as the proved right system, 
the question is whether some of the advantages conferred on 
full chokes can be conveyed to the partial degrees of constriction.

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CARBURATION AND ENGINE PERFORMANCE.—II 


N article in the issue dated April 
1zth gave some of the general 
considerations that influence car- 
burettor efficiency and indicated 
how the carburettor, or rather the 

carburating process, influenced the perform- 
ance of the car. It was explained how the 
carburettor worked and it was shown 
what conditions were necessary to secure 
the most efficient discharge of those 
functions. Following on this article comes, 
naturally, a note on the practical application 
of the principles there laid down. The 
knowledge of how a thing works is useful, 
but, to the private motorist, of greater 
value is the capacity for applying that 
knowledge and securing by it the best 
possible results from his car. But before 
turning to these purely practical matters 
let us determine one or two important 
theoretical considerations that space limit- 
ations compelled to be held over from the 
previous note. 

The most important single point in 
securing the maximum possible power 
output from an engine of given size may 
be resolved into terms of speed. As 
was shown, the very working of the car- 
burettor depends on the speed at which the 
ingoing air passes over the jets; having 
passed the jets, the air stream, rapidly 
becoming an explosive mixture, depends 
on its speed to prevent deposition or con- 
densation. The speed with which the 
mixture enters the cylinders determines 
the efficiency of the explosion and the 
speed with which the exploded charge is 
exhausted determines in large measure 
the overall efficiency of the engine. 


VELOCITY AND QUICKNESS. 


Now, except in connection with the 
actual exhausting of the burnt gases, 


the word speed as here used needs a 
little explanation. Paradoxical as it may 
sound, the best results will not be secured 
by getting the air past the jets and the 
mixture into the cylinders as quickly as 
possible. It used to be thought that this 
was the ideal, that once the air was given 
sufficient speed in passing the jets to 
gather an adequate supply of fuel then 
all that was wanted afterwards was to get 
the mixture into the cylinders quickly and 
completely. According to this idea the 
larger the induction pipe—in cross sec- 
tional area—and the larger the valves or 
their openings the better. If, indeed, the 
cylinder head could be lifted and then 
replaced after the combustion space had 
been crammed full with explosive mixture, 
further improvement in power output 
would be impossible, at least by any 
attention to induction processes. But 
modern research and thought have proved 
all these ideas to be wrong. The ideal is 
not so much getting the maximum charge 
into the cylinders in minimum time, but 
getting it in at the most rapid rate—.e., 
so that its velocity is at a maximum. An 
induction pipe and valve of a certain cross 
sectional area might allow 100 c.c. of gas 
to pass in the fraction of time that suction 
was being exercised through the open 
valve. A pipe and a valve of less area 
might enable only go c.c. of gas to pass 
within the same time, but its velocity 
would be much higher and this would be 
more desirable. 


SUCTION AND GAS TURBULENCE. 


Why is it that the speed of travel of 
the mixture is of greater consequence 
than the time it requires to fill the cylinders? 
The answer lies in the value of what is 
known as turbulence and in the import- 


ance of the rate of flame propagation 
through the exploding mixture in the 
cylinders. The higher the speed of the 
gas through the inlet pipe the greater 
its turbulence, or whirling state. The gas 
is, as it were, all of a whirl, and in such a 
state it is being thoroughly mixed—.e., 
the petrol vapour and the air are being 
thrown together and mixed as_ they 
would not be were they travelling together 
in sedate and dignified procession. Simi- 
larly, if the gas enter the engine through 
a large orifice through which it may pass 
without a wriggle, as it were, its tendency 
to become thoroughly mixed will be less- 
ened. Thus, velocity is needful to ensure, 
in the first place, adequate mixing of the 
air and fuel. It is necessary in the second 
place for a still more vital reason. 


FLAME PROPAGATION. 


If the gas enter the cylinders gently, 
as it were, it will lie in them in a compara- 
tively inert condition. Not actually inert, 
of course, for the movement of the piston 
will prevent that, but inert by comparison 
with its state if it has entered in a terrific 
rush which will accentuate the whirling 
or turbulent influence of the moving piston. 
Now, the spark which causes the explosion 
in a cylinder takes place at a definite point, 
but the explosion is wanted over the whole 
area of the piston. Thus, for this desi- 
deratum to be secured, the flame in the gas, 
started at the sparking plug point, must 
travel or be propagated through the whole 
mass of charge in the cylinders. Now, the 
greater the turbulence of the gas as it 
enters the cylinders the better its mixture, 
so that instead of having to meet occasional 
lumps of explosive mixture interrupted 
by lumps of non-explosive air or of less 
explosive charge, the flame, once started,

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will have a homogeneous and entirely 
explosive mass through which to travel. 
Further, the whirling or turbulent state 
of the charge in the cylinders will assist 
the flame propagation quite apart from 
and in addition to its assistance by the 
provision of a homogeneous mixture. 
Thus, the higher the turbulence of the 
ingoing charge and the higher the degree 
to which the turbulence is retained in the 
combustion space the more rapid and the 
more efficient the resultant explosion. 


INDUCTION PIPE AND VALVE AREAS. 


It should now be clear that within 
limits the smaller an induction pipe and 
the smaller the area of the valve opening 
the better. These limits are surpassed 
when the areas are so reduced as to 
restrict the amount of charge that the 
cylinders could inspire. Obviously, mere 
turbulence cannot make up for the 
lack of charge, but on the other hand it is 
wasteful and futile to put a big charge 
into the cylinders if that charge loses its 
turbulent state. We have thus exploded 
a once commonly held fallacy that the 
bigger an induction pipe in cross sectional 
area and the bigger a valve or its opening, 
the greater the power to be expected from 
an engine of given size or design in other 
respects. The passages through which 
must pass the ingoing charge must not 
be so small as to restrict the maximum 
charge that the cylinders could take in, 
neither must they be sc large as to allow 
the gas to pass through them in a steady 
stream without eddies or currents. As 
far as modern knowledge goes, it would 
appear impossible to give the charge too 
great a turbulence, provided that the means 
taken to secure it are not such as will reduce 
the quantity of the charge. 


BENDS IN AN INDUCTION SYSTEM. 


From the foregoing it might be de- 
duced that the more twists and bends 
that could be incorporated in an induction 
system the better, as they would all con- 
tribute to the mixing and turbulence of the 
charge. Unfortunately, however, other 
considerations enter into the matter which 
make impossible the securing of turbulence 
by such simple means. A rapidly moving 
gas takes upon itself many of the properties 
ofasolid; its bending requires energy and, 
at high speeds, plenty of it. If, therefore, 
the charge going into the cylinders—at a 
speed that may be as high as 150 m.p.h. 
—meets corners or other obstructions it 
will not bend round them entirely, but 
much of it will be stopped in its course 
and deposition, loosely termed conden- 
sation, setsin. As aresult of such obstacles 
it may well be that of 100 c.c. of mixture 
passing the throttle only 85 c.c. or 90 c.c. 
will reach the cylinders. Further, their 
speed of travel will be reduced, and, on 
account of the fact that the composition 
of the mixture stream is not constant 
all through, the strength of the mixture 
will be entirely upset. Owing to the 
different densities and, in practice, the 
entirely different natures of air and the 
alleged petrol gas, which is really a wet 
spray, the fuel tends to hang along the 
sides of the induction piping while the air 
keeps to the middle. Obviously, the whole 
business is a most complicated one, but 
enough has been said to indicate some of the 
reasons why sharp bends in induction 
pipes are to be avoided and how they will 
adversely affect the performance of an 
engine. 

Unfortunately, however, it is impos- 
sible to have an absolutely straight- 
through induction system in which the 
charge is taken direct from the carbur- 
ettor jets into the cylinders. Even with 
overhead valves or with sleeve valves some 
deflections are inevitable, and so the ideal 
to be aimed at in practice is not their 
total elimination, but their reduction to a 
minimum and their placing so that they will 
exercise least effect on the charge. They 
must be made as gradual as possible and as 
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rare, and they should take place in those 
portions of the induction pipe where the 
gas is at its coldest. The effort required 
to bend a swiftly travelling stream of 
gas is much increased if the temperature 
of the gas be raised, and, as ina good induc- 
tion system the gas will get hotter as it gets 
nearer to the engine, any unavoidable 
bends should he kept as far from the engine 
as possible. 


VARYING DIAMETER OF INDUCTION 
PIPING. 


There is, or there used to be, a common 
fault in induction systems, closely parallel 
to bends in effect though different in 
character. The reference is to variations 
in the area of the pipe. Apparently, the 
idea was held that as the charge for, say, 
four cylinders had to pass through the 
first part of the induction piping—that 
straight from the carburettor—but only 
the charge for each cylinder had to pass 
through that portion of piping that lay 
between the branch and each cylinder, the 
first part of the piping must be bigger in 
area than those from the branch to each 
cylinder. The idea is, of course, entirely 
fallacious, for no part of the induction 
system is supplying or passing gas for 
more than one cylinder at a time. There- 
fore, the area required to give proper tur- 
bulence and an adequate charge to one 
cylinder is adequate for supplying four. 
There is, moreover, a very good reason 
why the area of the induction tract should 
remain constant, quite apart from the 
absence of any reason why it should vary. 

Imagine the gas having passed the 
throttle to enter into a pipe of considerably 
larger or smaller area. In the first case 
its velocity will be lost—result, deposition, 
loss of turbulence and cessation of mixing. 
In the second case its volume will be 
forcibly restricted and the gas will come 
up against a sort of block against which 
it will hurl itself, and will bank up ready 
to enter the next cylinder as soon as 
suction is exercised upon it from another 
quarter, and will, by virtue of the proper 
supply of gas being fed to that cylinder 
direct from the carburettor, cause an entire 
upsetting of the mixture. This banking 
up of a gas due to its considerable inertia 
is known technically as wire drawing, 
and in high efficiency engines its discovery 
and its solution have proved of supreme 
importance. 


THE EXHAUST SYSTEM. 


It may seem a long step from the 
carburettor to the exhaust, and superficially 
it must appear illogical to skip over the 
things and the processes that function 
between the two. But from our present 
point of view, which does not embrace the 
design and tuning of super-efficient 2ngines, 
such omission is quite pardonable and, 
indeed, quite logical. While the shape of 
the combustion head and the position of the 
valves exercise a real influence on the per- 
formance of an engine, they are things 
which the owner-driver cannot alter and 
they do not follow directly from any con- 
siderations of carburation. There is one 
exception to which reference will be made 
in a moment. On the other hand, the 
design of the exhaust system is second only 
to that of the inlet system in its influence 
on the power output and fuel consumption 
of a given engine. 

It has been shown how curves and 
inequalities in the induction piping will 
affect the power output largely on account 
of their forcible bending of a_ swiftly 
moving gas. It has also been stated that 
an increase in the temperature of a gas 
has a_ similar effect on its negotiation 
of a sharp corner as an increase in its 
velocity. It is much the same as a 
car taking at speed a sharp bend in 
aroad. The higher the speed the more 
difficult does the feat become while a 
like increase in difficulty may result 
from a decrease in road adhesion due to 
some extraneous circumstance, such, for 
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instance, as a greasy road surface or v orn 
tyre treads. 


BENDING A HOT GAS. 


Now, in the exhaust system we have 
not merely a swiftly travelling gas—-the 
speed of the burnt charge past the exh: ust 
valves is, of course, higher than thai of 
the fresh charge past the inlets—but the 
gas is also very hot. It will, therefore, 
object to being deflected from the straight 
course it would like to follow even more 
vigorously than will the ingoing charge, 
and any obstruction will have even greater 
effect than it would have had if placed in 
the induction tract. 

It is easy enough to see how any 
obstruction or limitation of the ingoing 
charge will affect power output. If the 
gas cannot get into the cylinders it cannot 
very well be exploded and converted into 
work. Is it quite so clear how any obstruc- 
tion to the gases leaving the cylinders 
after they have done their work can affect 
power output ? The answer turns on what 
is known as scavenging. 

If the cylinder is not cleared out as 
quickly as possible of the charge that has 
just exploded and done work in it—in the 
form of pushing down the piston—one or 
both of two things will happen. The next 
incoming charge will find some of the space 
it would occupy already filled with useless 
gas and it will be weakened in explosive 
power because, in addition to being ren- 
dered unable to fill the cylinders entirely, 
it will be mixed up with the non-explosive 
residue of the last explosion. 

When on account of poor scavenging 
the pumping or, as it is sometimes described 
the volumetric, efficiency of the engine is 
low, the over-all efficiency must also be low, 
Given a badly designed exhaust system and 
it is futile to strive after fuel economy 
with a reasonable power output. The 
carburettor must be set “‘ rich ’’ to counter 
the dilution of the ingoing charge in the 
cylinder, and the amount of charge that 
goes in can never be as much as is required 
for a useful and hefty explosion. 


FAULTS IN EXHAUST PIPE DESIGN. 


Any sharp corners in an_ exhaust 
system close to the engine are fatal to a 
good performance and power output. 
The exhaust manifold should be of a 
shape that will allow the most rapid 
possible expansion of the burnt and hot 
charge as it comes out past the red jot 
exhaust valve, because the more rapid 
this expansion the quicker the fall in 
temperature of the gas, and the outlets from 
the manifold should present the gentlest 
possible angles so that the bending efiort 
may be kept down to a minimum. ! or 
the same reason the silencer should be as 
far as possible from the engine for, if wen 
reaching its baffle plates the gas is ria- 
tively cold, its inevitable bending at th se 
plates will create little or no back press: "¢. 

It would be quite possible to s op 
entirely a really high efficiency engine by 
placing close to the exhaust outlet fiom 
the cylinders a silencer of a size and cava- 
city that, placed six or eight feet away at 
the end of a fairly straight pipe of rea: 1- 
able diameter, would make no seri is 
difference to the power curve. In prac’ ce 
one could not very easily bring a silem er 
up to this fatal position with the eng 1¢ 
running, but the point would be illustra’ -d 
by so fitting the silencer and then not’ :g 
how long the engine would run at ill 
speed and throttle before it began ‘0 
choke itself to a standstill. 


A SILENCER AND POWER OUTPUT. 


While it is true enough that the 
silencer has no direct control over the 
carburating process, enough has been said, 
I think, to make it clear that the silencer 
can exercise considerable control over the 
power output of an engine. It, therefore, 
follows that tuning or modification of the 
carburettor and induction system will be 
mere wasted effort if the exhaust and

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silencing lay-out are at fault. How many 
owner-drivers have been driven to their 
wits’ end in futile efforts to discover 
the reason for some mysterious loss of 
power on the part of an engine that has 
previously been a perfect model of 
behaviour ? There is no more fruitful or 
baffling cause of such loss than a choked 
silencer. 

Unless aware of all that goes on in the 
silencer and of this obstinate property of 
swiftly travelling and hot gases, the car 
owner will seldom think of looking to his 
silencer for the explanation of some 
phenomenon that, apparently, has its origin 
in the engine itself. Usually, a choked 
silencer or exhaust system will make itself 
evident by a distinct change in the exhaust 
note of the car—the -engine will become 
quieter and, to the superficial observer, 
sweeter in its running. A sudden or 
marked continuous increase in the smooth- 
ness or quietness of an engine should always 
be regarded with suspicion, except, of 
course, in the case of a new car that is 
being run in. The two things are quite 
different, both in nature and in cause, and 
the increase in smoothness of the new 
engine is also a much more gradual affair 
in its noticeable growth. 

Enough has been said in these two 
articles to indicate conclusively that the 
securing of the best possible results from 
a carburettor and from an engine is not a 
mere matter of changing jets. Big jets 
may mean more power under certain 
circumstances, and, similarly, smaller jets 
may mean decreased fuel consumption. 
But there are other factors of greater 
significance and importance, and until 
these be settled satisfactorily mere surface 
tuning is waste of time and often money. 
I have deliberately omitted from these 
articles all considerations of engine design 
and valve timing for the sake of sim- 
plicity, but there is one aspect of both 
that needs to be touched upon at least 
briefly. 
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VALVE AREA AND LIFT. 


Reference has been made to the 
explosion of the fallacy that the bigger 
the valves of an engine the better would 
be its performance. Following from this 
and from the properties of hot, swiftly 
moving gases, comes an important modern 
development in valve operation. Instead 
of the big valve opening to allow as much 
charge as possible to get into the cylinders, 
and slow shutting to lessen to the mini- 
mum the shock to the valves so as to 
increase their life, we now have smaller 
valves opening as much as possible and as 
rapidly. The explanations, all but one, 
lie in what has been said. 

It is required to get the charge into 
the cylinders at as high a velocity as 
possible and it is undesirable to bend that 
charge in its path. A small valve con- 
tributes towards the required velocity 
and an opening afforded by a high lift 
contributes towards providing the straight 
path of travel that is wanted. The further 
explanation not yet given lies in the 
improvement in valve as in other metals. 
It has not been so very long since the 
metallurgist was able to offer to the 
engineer metals for valves that would 
withstand the extra shock of big and rapid 
opening and closing, and until such metals 
were available valve breakage was a 
perpetual trouble on all engines that 
attained to anything like the degree of 
efficiency that we would to-day call 
high. 

CARBURATION ADJUNCTS. 


From time immemorial, as motoring 
epochs go, the accessory market has been 
inundated with gadgets to improve the 
fuel consumption or power output of a 
car engine, almost all working on the car- 
burettor or in the induction system. 
From the hour when the first of these 
various carburating adjuncts made its 
appearance until to-day they have all been 
subjected. to the adverse criticism and 
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to the opposition of the carburettor makers 
and designers. And, of course, quite 
naturally. A designer or maker of a 
carburettor who admitted that somebody 
else’s extra air valve or jet control would 
improve its performance would at least 
betray a pathetic lack of faith in his 
achievement. 

Undoubtedly, if a carburettor and 
induction system are working precisely 
as they ought it is extremely doubtful 
if anything that can be added to them will 
improve their performance. But the fact 
of the matter is that however good it 
may be on paper or under laboratory 
conditions the typical carburettor is not 
quite so good when it is put on to an engine 
in ordinary private car use. And, therefore, 
it comes about that, sometimes, judicious 
selection and application of a gadget will 
effect a desirable change in fuel consump- 
tion or power output. But the whole 
subject of such things, ranging as they do 
from super chargers to hand operated 
extra air valves, is too big a thing to be 
tackled except in another and _ later 
article. We 


Dangerous Danger Warnings. 


HERE seems to be a growth of the 
habit of plastering road warning 
signs in all sorts of places. Some 
time ago there was a modest outcry 
against the extended and _ superfluous 
erection of warning signs where none was 
needed, but the objections were entirely 
“ unofficial,’ they were but half-heartedly 
conducted, and they were published in 
quarters where they were hardly likely 
to come to the notice of those most 
directly concerned. Since that time the 
erection of these signs has continued 
steadily, and with but little apparent 
control or exercise of sense and discrimi- 
nation in the choice of their sites. 
While a warning of danger ahead is 
always welcome and generally useful,

The Story of the Singer is always 
a Story of Satisfaction. 
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and while a sign that gives the nature 
of any difficulty to be negotiated will 
always be appreciated, it is a fact that 
on the road, even more than in many 
other spheres, familiarity breeds contempt. 
The traveller who is continually meeting 
red triangles and other warnings inevitably 
comes to regard them with less attention 
than they may deserve, and not a few 
accidents may be traced in their origin 
to the disregard of a warning notice by 
the driver of a mechanically propelled 
vehicle. 

Many of these notices give no indica- 
tion of the nature of the difficulty or 
potential obstruction that they foretell, 
and consist simply of the much abused 
red triangle, which, in some parts of the 
country, is used indiscriminately for 
dangerous hills, blind corners, cross roads, 
schools and level crossings. True, any 
one of these may be a just cause for more 
careful driving or for slower progression, 
but now that there is a more or less 
standardised code of signs available, it 
seems regrettable that it is not more 
extensively used. The red triangles and 
the simple notice “‘ Danger” are being 
erected to denote all kinds of actual or 
imaginary obstacles, with the result that 
they are coming to be regarded with 
what is often a really dangerous contempt. 


FALSE ALARMS. 


Of even greater import is the wide- 
spread erection of danger notices where 
no danger exists. A driver proceeding 
along a road so plastered begins by exer- 
cising special care at the wheel, and then, 
after seeing that sign after sign really 
indicates no danger at all, he becomes 
careless, until suddenly he comes upon a 
notice that does indicate real danger, 
and because of his very naturally bred 
contempt he may have an easily avoidable 
“narrow shave.’ Nowhere is this un- 
desirable feature to be seen more vividly 
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villages of half a dozen houses or so are 
marked at their entrances with notices 
that tell the driver that it is highly 
dangerous to exceed 8 m.p.h. through 
them. At the first few he duly slows 
down, only to find that he has done so 
for no good reason. There has been a 
wide and deserted street along which his 
ordinary touring speed would be just as 
safe as it was in the open country. The 
8 m.p.h. requested by the notice is, of 
course, farcical, and is justly ignored as 
being so, but the drastic slowing down 
is also superfluous in the great majority 
of cases. And then there comes a village 
with a narrow street and, perhaps, a 
dangerous crossing which, if announced 
by an isolated warning, would have been 
treated with due respect. But after so 
many false alarms the driver, naturally 
ignores this one and possibly the results 
are disastrous. 

Similarly on the open road. There 
are notices of dangerous bends which 
prove in the event to be no more than 
gentle curves, so that a false sense of 
security is created. Another exactly 
similar notice is reached ; it is treated in 
the way that the previous notices have 
indicated as right and proper, and the 
result is that the car is only just twisted 
round a really dangerous or sharp corner 
in time to avoid a nasty accident, either 
by skidding or collision. A notice to 
indicate a cross road is always useful, 
but its value is largely negatived if it 
describes a deserted country by-lane as 
a dangerous and busy crossing. It is 
not that the actual instance is so serious ; 
it is that it encourages disregard of a 
subsequent notice where some extra care 
is really wanted. 

Our public authorities and our motor- 
ing organisations ought to look into this 
matter. The county fathers of Kent 
have only themselves to blame if their 
expensive precautions seem to fail in 
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considered they deserved, and other county 
authorities may well profit by the lesson. 
Neither are our motoring organisations 
free from blame. Too often there is a 
sign bearing the name of a well known 
national or local club which has no justifi- 
cation for standing where it does. 

These superfluous and misleading 
notices do not operate against dangerous 
or careless driving. They actually encour- 
age it, and those responsible for the erec- 
tion of such notices have on their hands 
the blood of more than one hapless victim 
of a roadside accident. Collisions and 
accidents are far too common as it is, 
and any simple and easily controllable 
contributory cause—such as are the road- 
side notice that ought not to be there 
—should be controlled, and when no sound 
cause for its continuance can be urged 
it should be abolished or modified without 
delay. 


British Motors and Foreign 
Competition. 


SUBJECT that has been intriguing 
A the motor industry ever since the 

present Government came into power 
is whether the existing import duties on 
foreign cars will be retained in this year’s 
budget. There is considerable misunder- 
standing as to the exact nature of this 
duty and also of the motives which prompt 
the motor industry to ask for its retention 
from a Government which is professedly 
opposed to taxation of foreign goods as a 
matter of principle. In the first place it 
is significant that the import duty on 
foreign cars was not imposed as a matter 
of principle nor even as a means of safe- 
guarding an important British industry. 
It was purely a war measure imposed for 
the dual purpose of raising revenue and of 
limiting public expenditure in what was 
then regarded as a sphere of pure luxury.

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imposed, they have been prolonged . from 
year to year, often ina more or less apologetic 
spirit and sometimes at least to protect 
the British industry from the competition 
of countries that had not experienced the 
same amount of war dislocation. 

Whether the duty has justified itself 
or not may be judged in no mistakable 
manner from its indisputable effects. The 
private car industry to which it applied 
has never been more prosperous than it is 
to-day, and it is significant that the chief 
motor manufacturing town of the country, 
in turning out its previous member at the 
last election, a member who knew the 
motor industry from A to Z and has had 
its interests at heart, chose, to replace 
him, a socialist who favours the retention 
of car duties whether these be in accordance 
with the main principles of his party or 
not. Further, the duty applies only to 
private cars and their parts; it does not 
apply to commercial vehicles nor to tyres. 
Now, while the private car industry is 
highly flourishing, the tyre industry is in an 
extremely parlous state, and indications 
are not wanting that it is but a matter of 
time before the commercial goods-carrying 
vehicle industry becomes extinct in Great 
Britain. The only essential difference be- 
tween the present conditions controlling 
the working of the private car and other 
sections of the motor industry is the presence 
of the import duty in the one case and its 
absence in the others. 

It may be asked, and with perfectly 
sound reason, if the private car industry 
needs protection or bolstering up to justify 
its existence is it worth such protection ? 
If it is an industry resting on an artificial 
basis is it not inevitably doomed to ultimate 
failure, and, that being the case, would it 
not be best for the country to get rid of 
the incubus as soon as possible ? 

Now, without being in the least 
illogical or fanciful, the private car industry 
of this country—and indeed the other 
branches of the motor industry—may ask 
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for protection as a necessity to their con- 
tinued prosperity and may yet retort that 
they do not need it to justify their existence. 
The explanation of a seeming paradox 
lies in the entirely exceptional conditions 
applying in those foreign countries from 
which the competition is at all serious. 
In America there exists a huge home market 
that never can exist for the British manu- 
facturer, and by virtue of it as well as by 
virtue of the willingness of the American 
motorist to accept more standardised and 
less carefully finished cars than the British 
maker turns out, the American maker is 
able to lay down an enormous manu- 
facturing programme and carry it out 
knowing that his estimates will not be 
falsified by any sudden and unanticipated 
turn of the market. Under such conditions 
he is able also to provide a considerable 
surplus production which he can export, 
often at no more than actual factory cost ; 
in some instances, indeed, it is freely 
acknowledged that the American maker 
could afford to give away his cars in 
England as a sound business proposition ! 

Turning to the continent of Europe, 
there are two countries that send us cars 
in any quantity. Both export under the 
favour of a much depreciated exchange, and 
in the case of one at least the export of 
its motor car products was until recently 
enforced by law while the import of foreign 
cars was prohibited in the same way. No 
industry in any country has attained to the 
dimensions of the British motor industry 
against continuous opposition and often 
Government oppression. No industry has 
ever served its country better in time 
of need or proved itself of greater value or 
national importance. 

Whereas, as we have said before, the 
abolition of the import duty is not likely 
to make any great and immediate differ- 
ence in the price of cars on the British 
market, it will in course of time inevitably 
convert one of the very few really pros- 
perous British industries into a state of 
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Apdl 
inactivity and decadence. Quite anart = 
from the unpleasantness of the spectacle — 


of the death of any industry, that of the 
motor industry will be accompanied hy a 
erious decline in the resources of the 
nation during any future emergency. 
Therefore, we oppose the removal of the 
duty not as a matter of political principle 
but as a matter of national expediency.

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THE RANGE OF A 
WIRELESS RECEIVER 


O many people a wireless receiver is just a piece of hou e- 

hold furniture which collects and makes audible ° 1¢ 

wireless speech and music transmitted from the bro: d- 

casting station. It is probably not appreciated tliat 

wireless sets differ very greatly one from another in ‘he 
performance which they will give, and although this performai ce 
varies in most cases proportionately with the price of the 
apparatus, there may be other causes which contribute to the 
varying efficiency of different types. 

In order to understand the subject it is convenient to analyse 
the factors on which the range of a wireless receiver is dependent. 
These may be divided under four principal headings: (1) The 
degree of amplification which the receiver will give to the wire- 
less signals collected by the aerial system ; (2) The efficiency of 
the aerial and earth system as a collector of the energy radiated 
from the broadcasting station ; (3) The location of the receiving 
station ; (4) The strength of the speech or music desired at the 
receiver. 

We will now consider these four factors separately. 

(1) A simple crystal receiver does not amplify the received 
signals at all, but if we add one or two stages of valve amplifiers 
to the crystal, we can increase the strength of the received 
signals enormously, and signals scarcely audible before will 
become quite powerful. Amplification of this nature is equivalent, 
of course, to bringing the receiver within a much closer range of 
the transmitter. 

(2) The more efficient the aerial and earth system, the more 
energy will be collected by it, and, consequently, the effect of 
improving the efficiency of the aerial by such means as increasing 
its height or improving the insulation will be very similar to that 
obtained by adding additional valves to increase the amplification. 

(3) The location of a receiving station is often an important 
factor in reception. For instance, in a locality where the aerial 
is surrounded by trees or overshadowed by hills, it is to be 
expected that reception will not be so good, and, consequently, 
the strength obtained with any particular wireless set would 
not compare with the results obtained with the same set used 
in an open location. 

(4) Another factor which affects the range of reception from 
the point of view of the user is the volume of sound which it is 
desired to produce at the receiving end. A set which will give 
quite good results when head telephones are used would require 
additional stages of amplification before a loud-speaker could 
be operated with success; and, therefore, if the user is content 
with a small volume of sound such as would be sufficient with 
head telephones, he can hear broadcasting stations at a much 
greater distance than would be possible with a loud-speaker. 

When a wireless set is chosen, the fact should not be lost 
sight ot that the designers of wireless receivers take into account 
the points which have been enumerated above. The same 
design is not equally applicable for reception of a broadcasting 
station at different ranges unless it is somewhat elaborate and 
has switching arranged so that the number of amplifying valves 
can be varied. It will be well to explain briefly the function 
of components in a wireless set, and for this purpose it is con- 
venient to divide a wireless receiver into three parts, namely: 
(1) The high-frequency circuit; (2) The detector circuit ; and 
(3) the low-frequency amplifying circuit. 

(1) The high-frequency civcuit—When a wireless signal 
reaches the aerial it starts an oscillation in the aerial circuit ; th. 
is to say, the direction of the electric current produced alterna‘ ° 
instead of flowing in one direction. The speed of alternati: 
is extremely high, so that it would be impossible to operate 
telephone in this circuit. If signals are very weak, as in the ca 
of reception from distant stations, it is necessary to ampl 
at this high frequency before the signals are passed to the detec’ 
circuit. Consequently, one, two or more valves may be used | 
these circuits to amplify the energy received, and this is alwi 
necessary where signals are very weak, as otherwise the ener § 
would probably not be sufficient to operate the detector stag 

(2) The detector circuit—The purpose of the detec: 
stage is to convert the energy received from the aerial (eit! 
direct where no high-frequency stages are employed, or from t 
high-frequency circuits where amplification is used at this stag 
from the very high-frequency oscillations, which were incapa! 
of operating a telephone, to impulses in one direction at a mu: ! 
lower frequency, which are, consequently, capable of renderii ¢ 
signals audible in the telephones. What happens is that ti¢ 
detector valve or the crystal detector suppresses the hig 
frequency oscillation in one direction and permits it to pass i 
the other. ale. 

(3) Low-frequency circuits—In the low-frequency circulis 
valves are used to amplify the signals after detection, and at 
this stage it is possible to employ circuits which, from the point 
of view of amplification, are extraordinarily efficient, so that 
signals which at the detector stage are comparatively feeble can 
be magnified to a very great volume. It is, however, usual not 
to employ more than two valves for low-frequency amplification, 
for beyond this the purity of reproduction is somewhat interfered 
with, and speech would become distorted. W. J. CRAMPTON.

THE DOMESTICITIES OF 
MR. PEPYS 


Vexed with our maid Luce, our cookmaid, who is a good drud: ing 
servant in everything else, but that she will be drunk, and hath t cen 
so last night and all this day. 


So wrote Samuel Pepys in 1667, and many housewives now living 
will sympathise over that tragic “‘ but.” 

Pepys had an emphatic method with all his servants, ‘he 
aforesaid Luce being particularly exposed to it. Coming home 
one night, says Pepys : 

Saw our door and hatch open, left so by Luce our cookmaid, which so 

vext me that I did give her a kick and offered a. blow at her and was 

seen doing so by Sir W. Pen’s footboy, which did vex me to the heart, 
because I know he will be telling their family of it. 


The footboy doubtless did his duty, and we cannot wonder at 


Pepys’ pathetic lament : 


I am troub’ed to see my servants should be the greatest trouble I have 
in the world. 


There was another of his servants with whom Pepys did 
not see eye to eye. Her name was Besse. Pepys must have 
been an “ aggravating ’’ master with his habits of early rising. 
The following reads like an exploit of the immortal Ernest 
Saunders Barley : 

Rose betimes before 6 o’c, and going downstairs to call my people, 

found Besse and the Girle with their clothes on, lying within their 

bedding on the ground, close by the fireside and a candle burning all 
night. But Besse is going, so she will not trouble me long. 


One fears that the Girle had not that sovereign redress against 
all grievances that Besse doubtless employed, namely, the 
privilege of ‘‘ giving in her notice.’’. She was probably a bound 
apprentice, wageless and nameless, and consequently treated 
with considerable severity. 


Beat our little Girle and then we shut her down in the cellar and there 
she lay all night 


exults her master, and this was in February! and again: 


This morning, observing somethings to be laid up not as they should 
be by my Girle, I took a broom and basted her till she cried extremely, 
which made me vexed. 


Poor little ‘“‘ Guster’’ with no Mr. Snagsby to comfort her! 
Susan was more fortunate : 
My wife up to washing at 4 in the morning with our little Girle Susan, 
who is a most admirable slut and pleases us mightily. 
To dinner, and found it so well done, above what I did expect from 
my maid Susan now that Jane is gone, that I did call her in and give her 
sixpence. 


Barker was not a persona grata; she committed the unpardon- 
able sin of being found out: 
We coming home late, my wife finds Barker to have been abroad, and 
telling her so many lies about it that she struck her and she said she 
would not stay with her. 


Note how the mad confusion of the pronouns imparts the 
requisite atmosphere to this scene. They had had Barker 
for a couple of years, for she spent Christmas, 1665, with them, 
and Pepys tried on that occasion to teach her and his wife a 
song. Barker, indeed, must have had her good points, for on 
one occasion Pepys 
fell to wondering at what a good pretty wench our Barker makes, be 1g 
now put into good clothes, and fashionable, at my charge; but it 
becomes her so that I do not now think much of it, and is an examole 
of the power of: good clothes and dress. 


Jane was the pearl of the Pepys ménage. She seems to hae 
possessed both charm and wit, the latter much appreciated »y 
her autocratic master : 
At night I called up my maids and schooled Jane, who did answer 1¢ 
so humbly and drolly that though I seemed angry I was much plea: d, 


Jane had a will of her own and firmly refused “ to kill any tb: ig 
at any time ’’—even when Mrs. Pepys wanted to “ kill her Turk °s 
that came out of Zealand.’’ Tempted by higher wages, J« ie 
left in 1661, but returned five years later. 
This day (1666) poor Jane, my old little Jane, come to us again and v 
hope to take a mighty pleasure in her, her late mistress having used ‘Il 
the stratagems she could to keep her. 


It was his old little Jane who waked her master about three ‘2 
the morning of September 2nd, 1666, to tell of a great fire that 
they saw in the City. It is interesting to note that the Great 
Fire burnt continuously for months in the City cellars. Pepys 
noticed one in Tower Street—‘‘ that hath kept the fire all this 
while in it”—on December 1st. He liked the distinctions of 
rank to be preserved in public: 

To church. We sat behind our servants and I hope it will not always 

be so, it not being handsome for our servants to sit so equal to us. 


Servants were not overpaid in the seventeenth century. Pepys 
complains of

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SLIM AND FLOWING LINES SHARE FAVOUR 
IN EVENING DRESS 


ITH brocades of a sumptuousness never before 
achieved—though even those that are interwoven 
with metal threads are singularly souple—lustrous 
satins, wonderful reversible silks, lace dyed and 
natural, Georgette and tulle, there opens up an irre- 
sistible vista of opportunities for Court, dinner, reception and 
dance gowns. And when to these there are added embroideries 
of beads and mock jewels, ostrich feather trimmings, clipped 
marabout, jewelled garnitures, long tassels and scarves, there 
is offered a choice that is almost bewildering in its profusion. 

Débutantes, as was early prophesied in these pages, have 
fallen quickly to the lure of ¢ulle—a transparency far too long 
left in abeyance, and which is now once again not only used to 
compose the frock itself, but is twisted in lengths round the 
throat and shoulders. 

An adorable scheme of crab-apple blossom pink displayed 
a jupe of many layers of tulle, arranged to fall longer at 
the back than in front, a delightful swirl being accorded the 
uppermost skirt by a deep bouillonnée of the transparency. 
The corsage appeared to be a mere incident beneath the 
soft swathings of tulle. 

Whereas, in another case of a 
black tulle gown, a long straight 
bodice of shiny black satin sup- 
ported a skirt entirely consisting 
of small gathered flounces, a lightly 
tied cluster of realistic orchids 
being pinned low down on the left 
hip. 
Quite one of the cleverest pieces 
of sartorial skill is the modelling 
of a gown, apparently all in one 
piece, the upper part fitting the 
figure, in straight, clinging, but 
scarcely defining lines, to the hips, 
where the skirt suddenly flares out 
to measure many yards at the hem. 
This model in brocade is lovely, 
weighted with ostrich feathers, and 
equally so in Georgette, as disclosed 
in our original sketch. 

This model is carried out in a 
pale green shade, something between 
apple and jade, the soft uncurled 
ostrich feather trimming exactly 
toning. The corsage is novel and 
interesting, with its diagonal line 
across the front, upheld over one 
shoulder by a long bretelle of dia- 
manté and a short one on the other. 
And, of course, with these feather- 
decked confections a feather fan 
is a natural accompaniment. 

It is now an open secret that 
there is a big boom on in connection 
with this South African industry, 
which will be one of the features 
at Wembley; and that, without 
doubt, accounts for the compara- 
tively cheap prices asked for this 
popular ornamentation. Two pounds 
or thereabouts, for example, will 
purchase a sufficiently fine quality 
to trim a gown after the character 
of the one pictured; and when 
one considers how it forms the 
piéce de résistance of the model, it 
seems an extraordinarily moderate 
expenditure. 

Evening shoes are to be seen 
adorned with large tufts of the same 
fronds; but the effect is, frankly, 
not very pleasing or becoming to the 
foot, and rather too suggestive of 
some feathered fowl. Eminently 
graceful, however, is this ostrich 
feather fancy used in the form of 
long loose panels or trails at one 
side of a skirt and perhaps repeated 
in lighter form on a berthe effect. 

Then, again, there are the most 
exquisite lace dresses. A_ great 
impetus being accorded this Notting- 
ham industry, in conjunction with 
the fabrics produced in Bradford, 
by the recent mannequin display 
given at Claridge’s the other week 
under the patronage of Princess 
Mary, Viscountess Lascelles. 

In this connection one especially 
attractive vogue is the mounting 


of delicate neutral-toned laces over chiffon of a deeper ton. of 
contrasting colour, the latter throwing up in high relief the 
beautiful designs of the dentelle. Veiling a dark brown chi fon 
there came a dress of filmy silk chestnut lace, that beige nui nce 
with a suspicion of pink in it. Bands of satin ribbon in 
tone are to be seen hooping many of these lace confecti:ns 
which, by the very nature of their composition, tend to a ful] 
appearance. 

On the other hand, it is impossible to be too slim in the «ich 
brocades. One cannot, in a pen picture, do anything approaci ing 
adequate justice to these deftly draped models, each one whe:eof 
appears to be invested with a particular and individual cachet. 
Naturally, the richness of the fabric and the colouring are 
important factors in the matter, the most daring colours and 
colour combinations being essayed, that, under less artistic 
auspices, might possibly be regarded as garish. Although an 
outstanding feature appears to be a long V-pointed corsage in 
front, than which nothing falls in more happily with that long 
draped line from the shoulders, always so becoming to figures 
inclined to be full. . L. M. M

From the Editor’s Bookshelf 


Wandering Stars, by Clemence Dane. (Heinemann, 6s.) 

THE peculiar quality and value of Miss Dane’s work has always seemed 
to me to lie in her histories of woman souls, and generally they have 
been tragic histories. Go over al! her published or acted work, in 
memory, and it is this intimate knowledge and portrayal of tragedy 
lived out to the limits of suffering—shattering, searing, withering 
tragedy, cataclysmic as she shows it and yet hardly ruffling the tenor 
of exterior life—which it has been Miss Dane’s forte to explore. It 
is with such a tragedy, told by a man on whose knowledge it has been 
forced by the hunchback Jimmy Cairns, womanish in his physical 
limitations, womanish in his intuitions, that her new story is concerned. 
And, by the by, how Miss Dane loves this way of seeing her characters, 
as it were, in the last of a succession of mirror-minds, and how well 
she uses it. Wandering Stars, though it contains two stories, one 
the argument of the play referred to in the other, is, comparatively, 
a short book. The incidents are drawn from many years in the 
life of Damaris Payne, but its action, in the nearest mirror, is only a 
matter of hours, and this gives it, as compared, for instance, with “ First 
the Blade,” an air of slightness, in spite of the large scale on which 
the characters are drawn, but the secret tragedy which is its theme is 
as moving, as pathetic as any she has recorded. I doubt whether she has 
written anything more poignant—for those for whom such things are 
poignant—than the page or two which tell of the agony of Damaris 
Payne until she takes up her life again, begging her hunchback friend 
to remind her “‘ to be kind to everyone . . t want to be kind, but 
somehow I don’t feel.’”? The publishers have done Miss Dane’s readers 
a disservice by going so much into detail in a précis of the story, printed 
on the paper wrapper, that some of the effect of her method is spoiled 
for those unlucky enough to read it, and the fact that Damaris Payne 
is referred to there as ‘‘ Damaris Page ”’ adds a charge of carelessness 
to the indictment.—S. 


Free Air, by Sinclair Lewis. (Cape, 7s. 6d.) 

THE latest of Mr. Sinclair Lewis’s early novels to be published in 
England is a sort of idyll of that generally prosaic realm, the world of 
motors. In it there are vital things achieved by carburettors and most 
of the incidents are somehow dependent on an accelerator. Claire 
Boltwood, of Brooklyn, is giving her father a change of environment 
for the benefit of his health by driving him in a car, to his intense dis- 
comfort, across the American continent to the Pacific coast. Having 
fallen in love with her in a garage (one would have said it was impossible 
to fall in love in a garage), a young man from a much lower stratum 
of society rather foolishly sets out to follow her, in a form of cheap 
motor car known hideously as a Teal Bug. The lady’s inefficiency as a 
chauffeur and the manifold perils of the road give the youth ample 
opportunities of acquaintanceship with her, and he is able, in spite of 
his inferior stratum, to win her hand shortly after reaching the Pacific. 
The bother about his social inferiority is, however, considerable ; 
apparently one fusses, in America, about one’s social rank in exact 
proportion to the recentness of one’s elevation to the plutocracy. 
Claire’s great-grandfather was only an ostler, but for the succeeding 
generations she was able to claim blue blood, even if it was a trifle pale. 
The pleasing story is related with Mr. Lewis’s usual smartness ; indeed, 
if it has a fault it is that, to use an Americanism, it is told in a manner 
rather too devastatingly “‘ cunning.”

APROPOS OF THE WEMBLEY 
EXHIBITION 


EXCURSIONS TO WEMBLEY AND ELSEWHERE. 


HE London, Midland and Scottish Railway is making hoii- 

day travel in this year of the great Wembley Exhibition 

very attractive. The ratio between ordinary fare and excu-- 

sion fare varies in particular cases according to local condi- 

tions, but it may be said that excursion fares tend to give 

the return journey between two points at approximately 
the cost of an ordinary single fare for day tickets, a fare and a 
third for longer periods. Where a guarantee of 200 passengers ‘s 
forthcoming for an excursion costing not less than 1os., a rebate of 
7 per cent. is allowed off the gross payment for the excursion tickets. 
Where the excursion fare is less than 1os., the same concession applics 
to a guaranteed minimum of 300 passengers. In addition, the promoters 
of such excursions are given two first-class tickets free of charge. Many 
excursions to the Empire Exhibition are being organised this year on 
these lines. In some cases, where it is not possible to organise this 
number for an excursion party, communication with the railway may 
reveal that another party is about to travel on the same day and that 
joint arrangements can be made for a special train for the two, or that 
a publicly advertised excursion may be organised by the railway for 
the same day and the pleasure party be allocated a reserved part of 
the excursion train so run. ‘Travelling football and hockey teams will 
be charged only two-thirds of the ordinary single fare from point to 
point. Boy Scouts, rambling clubs and walking tourists are not for- 
gotten, special reductions being made in each case. The additional 
pleasure to a small excursion party of travelling together in a saloon 
instead of split up in separate compartments may be had at a supple- 
mentary charge of 20s. for a saloon journey up to 109 miles. 


PETTER OIL ENGINES AT THE BRITISH EMPIRE EXHIBITION. 


A considerable amount of controversy has raged around the 
respective merits of two and four-stroke cycle engines; in fairness 
it must be stated that both have their enthusiasts.
